Andlaſt of all, wee 
doe admoniſh all men, that hereafter they ſhall not erpect, 
noꝛattempt any further alteration in the Common # Pub⸗ 
lique foꝛm of Gods Dervice, from this which is now eſta⸗ 
bliſhed, fo: that neither will We give way to any to pzeſume, 
that Our own Judgement having determined ina matter 
of this weight, hall be ſwayed to alteration by the frivolous 
ſuggeſtions of any light ſpirit: neither are Wee ignoꝛant of 
the inconveniences that do ariſe in government, by admit⸗ 
ting innovation in things once ſetledbymature deliberation: 
And how neceſſary it is to vle tonſtantie in the upholding of 
the publique determinations of States, foꝛ that ſuch is the 
unquietneſſe andunſtedfaſtneſle of ſome diſpoſitions, affect- 
ing every yeer new fozns of things, as if they ſhould bee 
followed in their unconlſtancie , would make all actions of 
States ridiculous and contemptible : whereas the ſtedfaſt 
maintaining of things by good advice eſtabliſhed , ts the 
weal of all Commonwealths.

CEA) things, it may — appear by the Common 
Prayers in the Church, commonly called Divine 
service. The firſt originall and ground whereof, if 
A aman would ſearch out by the ancient Fathers, hee 
7 CN ſhall finde that the ſame was not ordained but of a 
do V good purpoſe, and for a great advancement of god- 
Ay. i lineſſe. For they ſo ordered the matter, that all the 
| V whole Bible (or the greateſt part thereof) ſhould 
be read over once every yeer, intending thereby that the Clergy, and eſpecially 
ſuch as were Miniſters of the Congregation , ſhould (by often reading and me- 
ditation of Gods word) be ſtirred up to godlineſſe themſelves, and be more able 
to exhort others by wholeſome doctrine, and to confute them that were adverſa- 
ries to the trueth. And further that the people (by dayly hearing of holy Serip. 
ture read in the Church) ſhould continually mole more and more in the know- 
ledge ot God, and be the more enflamed with the love of his true Religion. But 
theſe many yeers paſſed, this godly and decent order of the ancient Fathers hath 
been ſo altered, broken and neglected, by planting in uncertain Stories, Legends, 
Reſponds, Verſes, vain repetitions, Commemorations, and Synodals, that com- 
monly when any book of the Bible was begun, before three or four Chapters 
were read out, all the reſt were unread. And in this fort the book of Eſai was be- 
nin Advent, and the booke of Geneſis in Septuagefima : but they were one- 


begun, and never read through. Aſter like ſort were other books of holy 


cripture vſed. And moreover, whereas Saint Paul would have ſuch language 


ſpoken to the people in the Church, as they mjgne orgy havepro — 
ngland theſe many yeers Hat 


hearing the ſame : the ſervice in this Church of 
been read in Latine to the people, which they underſtand not: fo that they have 
heard with their ears onely, and their heart, ſpirit, and minde havenor been 
cdified thereby. And furthermore, notwithſtanding that the ancient Fathers have 
divided the Pſalmes into ſeven portions, whereof every one was called a No- 
Qurn : now of late time a few of them have been dayly ſaid , and oft repeated, 
and the reſt utterly omitted. Moreover, the number and hardneſſe of the rules 
called the Pie, and the manifold changings of the Service, was the cauſe, that to 
turn the book onely was ſo hard and intricate a matter, that many times there 


was more buſineſſe to finde out what ſhould be read, then to read it when it was 
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Thefe inconvenicaces therefore conſidered, here is ſet forth ſuchan order, 


whercby the ſame ſhall be redreſſed. And for a readineſſe in this matter, here is 
dramen out a Kalender for chat purpaſe, uch & plain & caficto h underſiood

that all things ſhall be done in order, without breaking one piece from another. 
For this cauſe be cut off Anthemes, Reſponds, Invitatories, and ſuch like things as 
did break the continuall courſe of the reading ofthe Scripture. Yet becauſe there 
is no remedy, but that ot neceſſitie there muſt be ſome rules: therefore certain 
rules are ſet forth, which as they be fewin number, ſo they bee plain and cakie 
to be underſtgod. So that here you have an order for prayer (as touching the rea- 
ding of holy Scripture) much agrecable to the mind and purpoſe of the old Fa- 
thers, anda great deal more profitable and commodious then that which of late 
was vſed. It is more profitable, becauſe here are left out many things, whereof 
ſome be untrue, ſome uncertain, ſome vaine and ſuperſtitious, and nothing is or- 
dained to be read, but the very pure word of God, the holy Seriptures, or that which 
is evidently grounded upon the ſame, and that in ſuch a language and order, as is 
moſt eaſie and plain for the underſtanding both of the readers and hearers. It is 
alſo more commodious, both for the ſnhortneſſe thereof, and for the plainneſſe of 
the order, and for that the rules be few and eaſie. Furthermore, by this order the 
Curates ſhall need none other books for their publike ſervice, but this booke and 


wherein ( ſo much as may be) the reading of the holy Scripture is ſo ſet forth, 


the Bible, By the meanes whereof, the people ſhall not be ar ſo great charges for 


books, as in times paſt they have been. 

And where — — hath been great diverſitie in ſaying, and ſinging in 
Churches within this Realm, ſome following Salisbury vic, ſome Hereford vic, 
and ſome the uſe of Bangor, ſome of Yorke, ſome of Lincoln: Now from hence- 
forth all the whole Realme {hall have but one uſe. And if any will judge this way 
more painfull, becauſe that all things mult be read upon the book; whereas be- 
fore by the reaſon of ſo often repetition they could ſay many things by heart: if 
choſe men wil weigh their labour, with the profit and knowledge which daily they 
ſhall obtain by — 1 the Book, they will not reſuſe the pain, in conſide- 
ration of the great profit that ſhall enſue thereof. 

And foraſmuch as nothing can almoſt bee ſo plainly ſet forth, but doubts may 
griſe in the uſe and practiſing of the ſame : to appeaſe all ſuch diverſity ( if any a» 
riſc) and for the reſolution of all doubts concerning the manner how to under- 
tand, do, and execute the things contained in this Book: The parties that ſo 
doubt, or diverſiy take any thing, ſhall alway reſart to the Biſhop ofthe Dioceſſe,

ſame, ſo that the ſame order be not contrary to anꝝ thing contained 
in this Book.

pertaine to edification, whereunto all things done in the Church (as the

both, And pet leſt any man ſhouldbe d, whom good reaſon might 
ſatilſie, here be certaine cauſes rendged,why tame ol the accuſtomed Cere⸗ 
montes be put away, and ſome retained and l. 

Some are put away, becauſe the great exceſſe and multitude of them 
bath ſo increaſed in theſe latter dayes , that the burthen of them was in⸗ 
tolerable, whereof S. Auguſtine in his time complained, that they were 
growen to ſuch a number, that the eſtate of Chziſttan people was in 

caſe concerning that matter, then were the Jewes. And he coun⸗

Furthermoze, the moſt weighty caute of the aboliſhment of certain 
Ceremonies was, that they were (o farre abuſed, pz the ſuperſti⸗ 
tious blindneſſe of the rude and unlearned, and partly-by the unſatjable 
avarice of ſuch as fought moze their owne lucre, thi Noꝛp of God, 
that the abuſes could not well be taken a wap, the thing remaining fill, 
But now as concerning thoſe perſons, which peradventure will bee of- 
ene eee 

er, that without ſome Ceremonies it is not poſſible tokeepe any oꝛder. 
02 quiet ditetptine in the Church, they ſball ealily perceitefuſt cauſe to re⸗ 
loꝛme their iudgements. And ik racy thinke much that any of the old doe 
remaine, and would rather have all debtſed anew: then ſuch men gran⸗ 
ting ſome Ceremonies convenient to be had, ſurely where the old may be 
well vled. there they cannot reatonably repzoove the old, onely foz their 
age, without bew:aying of their owne folly. Foꝛ in ſuch a caſe they ought 
rather to have reverence unto them fox their antiquity, if they will de⸗ 
clare themſclves to be moze ſtudious of unity andconcozd, then of inno⸗ 
vations and newfanglenes, which (as much as may be, with the true let 
ting kozth of Chziſts Religion) is atwayes to be eſchewed, Furthermoze, 
cuch wall have nojuſt cauſe with the Ceremonies reſerved to bee offen- 
ded. Foz as thoſe be taken away which were molt abuſed, and did burden 
mens contciences without any cauſe : ſo the other that remain are retai- 
ned foz a diſcipline and oꝛder, which (upon juſt cauſes)may be altered and 
changed, and therfoze are not to be eſteemed equall with Gods Law. And 
mozeouer, they be neither dark noꝛ dumb Ceremonies, but are ſo ſet fozth 
that every man may underſtand what they do mean, and to what uſe 
they doe terbe. Ho that it is not like, that they in time to come. ſhould be 
abuſed as other habe been. And in theſe our doings we condemne no o- 
ther Nations, nos pzeſcribe any thing. but ta dur own people onelr. Foz 
we thinkett convenient, that every countrey ſuould ule ſuch Ceremonles, 
as they ſballthinke beſt ts the ſetting fooꝛth of Gods Honotir and glozy, 
and to the reducing ol the people to a moſt perfect and godlyliving, with:

And they were themoy 
ce, laying, He moveththe people, teaching thozowoutay 
ew2y,and began at Galilee, even to this plate. hen Pilag 
eard mention of Galilee, he alued whether the man wen 
of Galilee. And aſſoon as he knew that hee belonged unt 
Herods juriſdiction, hee ſent him to Herod, which was all 
at Jeruſalem at that time. And — — Herod faw Jelus h 
was exceeding glad, foz he was deſirous to ſee himofalony 
ſeaſon, becaule he had heard many things of him; 
truſted to have ſeen ſome miracles done by him. Ther 
queſtioned with himmany woꝛds: but he anlwered him i 
thing. The high Pꝛieſts and Stribes ſtood foꝛth and aten 
ſed him ſtraitly. And Herod with his men of warre deſpy 
fed him. And when he had mocked him, hee arayed him in 
white clothing, and ſent him again to Pilate. And the ſam 
day Pilate and Herod were made friends together : foz be 
fkoze they were at variante. And Pilate called together the 
high Peſts, and the Rulers, and the people, and ſald unte 
them, Ve have bꝛought this man unto me, as one that per 
verteth the people, and behold, 7 examine him befoze pon 
and finde no fault in this man of thole things whereof pt 
Accuſe him, no noꝛ yet Herod, Foz J ſent vou unto him; 
and lo, nothing wozthy of death is done unto him: Þ wilt 
therefoze chaſten him, and let him looſe, Foz of neceſſiticht 
mult ha ve let one looſe tothematthat Feaſt. And all the ped 
ple criedat once,ſaying, Away with him, and deliver us B# 
rabbas (which foꝛ a certain inſurrection made in the citie, 
and foza murder, was call into pꝛiſon.) Pilate ſpake again 
unto them willing to let Jeſus loole. But they tried, ſaying, 
Crucifiehim,crucifiehim. Heſaidunto them the third time 
whatevillhath hedone-J finde no tauſe of death in him: J 
will therefoꝛe chaſten him, and let him go. And they cried 
with loud voites, requiring that he might be crucified. A 
the voices ot them and of the high Pꝛieſts pzevailed. A 
Pilate gave ſentence, that it ſbould be as they required 
and he let loole unto them him, that f:2 inſurrection and 
murder was call intopaiſon, whom they had defired,” And 
he delivered to them Jeſus; to do with him what they 
Ould. 
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would. And as they led him away, they taught one Himon 
of Cyꝛene coming out of the field, and on him layd they 
the Croſſe, that hee might bear it after Jeſus. And there 
followed Him a great coinpany of people, and of women, 
which dewailed and lamented him. Wut JYeſus turned 
back unto them, and ſaid, Yee daughters of Jeruſalem, 
weep not koꝛ me, but weep fo2 your ſelves, and foꝛ yourchil- 
deen: Foz behold, che dayes will tome, in the which they 
ſhallſay, Happy art the barren, and the wombes that never 
bare, and the paps which never gave ſuck. Then ſhall 
they begin to lay to the mountains, Fall on us: and to 
the huls, Cover us. Foꝛ if they do this in a green tree, what 
thall be done in the dꝛie⸗ And there were two evill doers 
led with him to be lain. And after that they were come to 
the place which is called Calvary, there they crucified him, 
and the e vill doers, one on the right hand, and the other on 
the lekt. Then lald Jeſus, Father, foꝛgive them, foꝛ they 
wot not what they do. And they parted his raiment, and 
taſt lots: And the people ſtood and beheld. And the Rulers 
mocked him with them, ſaying, Hee ſaved other men, let 
him ſave himſelf, ik hee be very Chailt the choſen of God. 
The ſouldiers alſo mocked him, and came and offered him 
vineger, and ſaid, Ik thou be the King of the Jews, ſave 
thy ſelf. And a ſuperſcription was wꝛitten o ver him with 
letters of Gzeeek, and Latine, and Hebꝛew, This is che K ing 
ofthe Jews. And one of the e vill doers which were hanged, 
railed on him ſaying. If thou be Chu, ſa ve thy ſelf and us. 
But the other anſwered, and rebuked him, ſaying, Feareſt 
not thou God, ſeeing thou art in the ſame damnation e ue 
are righteoufly puniſhed, foꝛ we receive accoꝛding to our 
deeds: But this man hath done nothing amiſſe. And hee 
fatd'unto Jeſus, Lo2d remember mee when thou comeſt 
into thy Kingome. And Jeſus ſaid unto him, Uerely 
laynnto thee, To — ſhalt thou be with me in Paradiſe. 
And it was about the ſixth hour: and there was a darkneſſe 
over all the earth untill the ninth hour, and the Sunne 
was darkened, and the vailof the Temple did rent, even 


thozow the middes. And when Jeſus had cried _ 
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When the Centurion ſaw What had happened , — 


God, ſaying, Uerily this was a rightedus man. 
people that tame together to that light , and ſaw the thin 
which bad happened, ſmote their bꝛeaſts, and returned. 
all his atquamtante, and the women thatfollowedhinfroy 
Galilee, ſtood afarre off,beholdingtheſe things. And 
there was a man named Joſeph, a Co er, and he w 
good man, anda juſt: the lame had not tonſented to the tom 
lell and deed of them, which was of Arimathea, a citie ofthe 
Jews, which ſame alſo waited foꝛ the kingdome of God: hy 
went unto Pilate, and begged the body of Jeſus, and took 
it down, aud wꝛapped it in alinencloth, and laid it in aſs 
pulchꝛe that was hewen in ſtone, wherein never man befon 
had been laid. And that day was the pzeparing of the Sabi 
both, and the Sabboth dzew on. The women that follows 
after, which had come with him from Galilee, beheld the 
pulchꝛe, and how his body was laid. And they returned am 
pꝛepared {weet odours, and ointments: but reſted on the 
Sabboth day acco2ding tothe Commandment,

And Simon Peter followed Yeſus,and ſo 
did another diſciple : That diſciple was known to the 
high Pueſt, and Went in with Jelus into the Palace of the 
high Pꝛieſt. But Peter ſtood at the doo2 without, Then 
went out that other Diſciple (Which was known to the 
high Pꝛieſt) andſpake to the Damoſell that kept the dooz, 
and bzought in Peter. Then ſaid the Damoſetl that kept 
the dooꝛ, unto Peter, Art not thou allo one of this mans 
Dilcipies : Hee ſatd, Jam not. The ſervants and mt- 
niſters ſtood there, which had made a fire of coals, foz it 
was told, and they warmed themſelves. Peter alſo ſtood 
among them, and warmed himſelf. The high Pzteſt then 
ashed Jeſus of his Diſtiples, and of his dottrine. Jeſus

Dy 
of the lervants ol the high Pꝛieſt ( his couſin whoſe ear pe 
ter lmote off) ſaid unto him, Did not J ſeethee in the gay 
den with him: Peter therefoꝛe denied again, and imm 
diatly the Cock crew. Then led they Jeſus from Caiz 
phas, into the hall of Judgement: It was in the moe 
and they themſelves Went not into the Judgement hall, 
they 'ſhould bee defiled , but that they might eat the Pall 
over. Pilate then went out tothem, and ſaid, what ata 
Cation bzing you againſt this man» They anſwered am 
faid unto him, If hee were not an evill doer, wee would 
not have delivered him unto thee. Then ſaid Pilate unt 
them, Take pee him, and judge himafter your own lan 
The Jews therefoꝛe ſaid unto hun, It is notlawfull foz us 
to put any man to death: that the woꝛds of Jeſus might be 
fulfilled which hee ſpane, ſignifying what death hee ſhould 
die. Then Pilate entred into the Judgement hall agaum 
and called Jeſus , and ſaiduntohim, Art thou the King of 
the Jewes: Jeſus anſwered, Sapeſt thou that of thy 

oꝛ did other tell it thee of me: Pilate anſwered, Am Ji 
Pew : Thine own Nation, andhighPaeſts have delivered 
theeunto mee: what haſt thou done: Jeſus anſwered, 
Kingdome is not of this woꝛld.

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unto him, What thing is trueth : And when hee had ſaid 
— ee went out again unto the Jews, and fa@ mate 
them, I linde in him no tauſe at all: Bee habe a tuſtome that 
J ſhould deliver yon one lodſe at Eaſter: will yer that J 
ole unto you the King of the Jews: Then ried thay oft 
again, ſaying, Hot him but Barabbas: The (ame Barad- 
bas was amurderer. Then Pilate took Jeſus therefoze,and 
ſcourged him: and the ſouldiers woundacrownofthozns, 
and put it on his head. And they did on him a purple gar- 
ment, and came unto him, and ſaid, Hail King of the 
Jews: Aud they lmote him onthe face. Pilate went fozth 
ãgain, and ſaid unto them,Behold, I baing himfozthtoyou, 
ve may know that J finde no fault in him. Then came 
elus foꝛth wearing a crown of thozn, and a robe of pur- 
ple. And he ſaith unto them, Wehold the man. vo hen the high 
Pꝛueſts theretoꝛe and the miniſters ſaw him, they cried, Cru- 
tilie him, trutiſie him. Pilateſaith unto them, Take ye him, 
and crucifie him, foꝛ J finde no cauſe in him. The Jews 
anſwered him, Wee have a law, and by our law hee ought 
to die, becauſe hee made himſelf the Donne of God. voßen 
Pilate heard that ſaying, Hee was the moze afraid, and 
went again into the Judgement Hall, andſaid unto Jeſas, 
Whence art thou + But Jeſus gave him none anſwer, 
Then ſaid Pilate unto him, Speakeſt thou not unto mee: 
no weſt thou not that Þ have power to trutiſie thee, and 
have power to looſe thee : Peſus anſwered, Thon tom deſt 
have no power at all againſt mee, ercept it were given thee 
from abo be. Theretoꝛe he that delivered me unto thee, hath 
the moꝛe linne. And from thencetoꝛth ſoughtPilate means 
to loole him. But the Jews cryed, ſaying, P thon let him 
go, thou art not Ceſars friend: foz wholoever maketh 
himſelf a King is againſt Ceſar. when Pilate heard 
that ſaying, hee bzought Jelus foꝛth, and late down to 
gibe ſentence, in a place that is called We Pavement, but 
ti the Hebzew tongue, Gabbatha. It was the pꝛeparing day 
of Eaſter, about the ſirth hour. And Hee ſaith unto the

Pilate ſaich 
bus G 3 unto 
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unto them, Shall J crucifie your King: The high p 

anſwered, Wee have no king but Ceſar, Then delivered 
him to them to be crucified. And they took Jelus, and led hin 
away. And hee bare his croſſe, and went foꝛth into a play 
which is called the plate of dead mens ſculs, but in Heben 
Golgotha, where they crucifiedhim, and two other with him 
on either lide one, and Jeſus in the middelf, And Pian 
Wꝛote a title, and put it upon the troſſe. The waiting waz 
Jeſus of Nazareth, King of the Jewes. This title read many o 
the Jewes: foꝛ the plate where Jeſus was crucified, wax 
neer to the citie. And it was wꝛitten in Hebzew, Greek, am 
Latine. Then laid the high Pꝛieſts ofthe Jewes to Pilat 
Wꝛite not King of the Jews: but that he laid, Jam King 
of the Pewes. Pilate anlwered, What Þ have Witten, tha 
I have wꝛitten. Then the ſouldiers when they had crucifig 
Jeſus, took his garments, and made four parts, to every 
louldier a part, and alſo his coat. The coat was Without 
ſeam, wꝛought upon thozowout. They ſaid therefoze # 
mong themlelves, Letusnot divide it, butcaſt lots fozi 
who ſhall have it, that the Scripture might be fulfilled, ſay 
ing, They have parted my raiment among them, and ft! 
my coat did they caſt lots. And the ſouldiersdidſuch thing 
indeed. There ſtood by the croſſe of Jeſus, his mother 
and his mothers ſiſter, Pary the wife of Cleophas,and Px 
ry Magdalene. When Jeſus therefoze ſaw his mother, am 
the Diſciple whom he lo ved, ſtanding, hee ſaith unto his m 
ther, Woman, behold thy ſonne. Then laid he to the Diſt 


ple, Behold thy mother. And from that hour, the Diſtim 


took her foꝛ his own. After thele things, Jeſus knowing 


that all things were now perfozmed, that the Strip 


ture might be fulfilled, hee ſaith, I thirſt. So there ſtood 
a veſſell by, full of vineger: therekoꝛe they filled a ſpung 
with vineger and woond it about with Hyſſope, and pitt 
it to his mouth. As ſoon as Jeſus then received the v 
neger, hee ſald, It is finiſhed, and bowed his head, and 
gave up the ghoſt. The Jews therefoze becauſe it ws 
the pꝛeparing of the Sabbath, that the bodies ſhould nit 


remain upon the crolle on the Sabbath day (foz that}

Sabbath day was an high day) beſought Pilate that their 
legs might be bzoken , and that they might be taken down. 
Then came the ſouldiers, and bꝛake the legs of the firſt, and 
of the other which was erucified with him. But when they 
cane to Jeſus and ſaw that he was dead already they bꝛake 
not his ſegs: but one of the ſouldiers with a ſpear thzult , 
him into the lide, and koꝛthwith there came out blood and 
water. And he that ſaw it. bare retoꝛd, and his retoꝛd is true. 
Andh e kno weth that heſaith true, that ye might belee ve al⸗ 
ſo, Foz theſe things were done that the Scripture ſhould be 
fulfilled, Yee ſhall not bꝛeak a bone of him. And againano- 
ther Scripture ſaith, They ſhall look upon him whom they 
have pearced. After this, Poleph of Arimathea( which was 
a diſciple of Jeſus, but ſecretly foz fear of the Jews) be- 
ſought Pilatethat he might take down the body of Jeſus, 
And Pilate gave him litente. He came therefkoze and took the 
body of Jeſus. Andthere came alſo Nicodemus (which at 
the beginning tame to Jeſus by night) e bzought of Myꝛrhe 
aud Aloes mingled together about an hundzed pound 
weight. Then took they the body of Jelus, and woond it in 
linen clothes, with the odours, as the manner ofthe Jews 
is to bury. And in the plate where hee was crucified, there 
was a garden, and in the garden a new > wherein 
was never man laid. There laid they Jelus therefoze be⸗ 
cauſe of the pꝛeparing of the Sabbath of the Jews, foz the 
Sepulchꝛe was nigh at hand.

Congregation by him is offended, or have done any wrong to hisneiph 
bours by word or deed: the Curate having knowledge therof , ſhallal 
him, and advertiſe him, in any wiſe not to preſume to come to the Lou 
Table, untill hee have openly declared himſelf to have truely repent 
and amended his former naughty life, that the congregation may there 
by be ſatisfied, which afore were offended, & that he have recompenly 
the parties whom he hath done wrong unto, or at the [caſt declate hi 
ſelfto be in full purpoſe ſo to doe, aſſoon as he conveniently may. 
The ſame order ſhall the Curate uſe with thoſe betwixt whombe
